The poison acts quickly and can 
kill an animal within a short time 
after the damaged plant is eaten. 
An appearance of non usness, 
difficult breathing and difficulty 
in standing are sym ptom s of the 
poisoning. 
W hether a p> isoned 
animal can be saved depends upon 
how- quickly a veterinarian can 
get to it. 
Treatment nivolves in 
jocting antidotes directly into the 
blood stream. 
Young plants will develop more 
prussic acid after frost or drouth 
than th se approaching maturity, 
points out Clayton. 
Their leaves 
will contain from three to 25 per­ 
cent more acid than

supper, younger leaves will con

Clayton cautions again t graz­ 
ing frosted Johnson grass or s r- 
ghum before it is com pletely dry.

Any labor hill should allow the 
rank and file union member to 
vote seerettly bv ballot 
for his 
officers. 
The member of the u n ­ 
ion 
should 
know for what 
his 
union funds are being spent and 
have sore? control over them 
He 
should he afforded bis individual 
freedom from within his organi­ 
zation and protected against rack­ 
eteering and unscrupulous leaders 


Tt should not be to break and 
destroy honest unions. Both m an­ 
agement and labor should have 
protection 
under the 
law from 
hoodlums and their criminal ac­ 
tions. 
It follows, of course, that 
the general public would be pro­ 
tected. 
"There ought to be a law" strop" 
enough to get the job done; real­ 
istic enough to he enforced; 
and 
fair enough to both management 
an dtho unions to he respected. 
It is too much to expect tha* 
the Congress can enact labor leg­ 
islation wholly acceptable to labor 
and w holly accruable to m anage­ 
ment.

Commission of Texas, this week 
announced from Austin the pass­ 
age of public law 86-211. a law 
dealing with pensions to veterans 
of World War I. World W ar ll 
and the Korean conflict, and deal­ 
ing with pensions to the depend­ 
ents of deceased veterans 
who 
served (luring those w ars 
The 
law will become effective July I, 
1960. 
Prim to pas-age « f this law’, 
the widow’ andor dependent chil­ 
dren o fveterans of World War I 
have been eligible to receive pen­ 
sion benefits from Veterans Ad­ 
m inistration if their income was 
with certain limits as set forth 
by law. 
It was necessary that 
widows 
and orphans 
of 
World 
Wor ll and Korean veterans meet 
the same income lim itations and, 
in addition, they were required to 
show that the veteran husband tor 
fath er' hod a service connected 
disability at the time of his death. 
Under the new law, it will not 
Ive necessary 
for dependents of 
World W ar II and Korean con­ 
flict veterans to show that the 
veteran possessed such 
disabili­ 
ties at the time of his death.
